Ifthese independents are bonest in 
their high-sounding declarations of the neces- 
sity that “bourbonisin’’ must be put down in 
Georgia, let them join the republicans, who 
are already organized in opposition to demo- 
eratic rule. If they help to win, they are en- 
titled to reap part of the reward, but not all. 
These republicans do not see what they 
ure to gain by being the subordinate 
followers of a set ot men whose 
leader proclaims that he is a_ better 
democrat than the ‘‘Bourbon’’ Hill. An 
element in -he confusion is the negro schools. 
The negroes are becoming educated in Geor- 
gia, and are no longer biinded by the gauzy 
trauds which so long deceived them. They 
have eighty or ninety thousand votes in 
Georgia, and yet here are two factions of a 
party that claims the allegiance of them all, 
maturing plans to obtain power in that state, 
without paying the slightest attention to their 
opinions or wishes. The days when negroes 
could be lined out on election day and voted 
by their party busses have passed. In the 
coming contest the intelligent negro is to be a 
powertul element. Republican or coalition 
promises to him are not sufficient to delude 
him now.

The situation is interesting, not to say per- 
plexing. The careful calculation of the next 
vote of Georgia, which’ has been going the 
rounds of the press, has taken the republican 
strength as a unit to be increased by thirty or 
forty thousand independent votes to victori- 
ous strength. This scheme has already suf- 
fered a wotul disfiguration. 

While you areall quietly going along in 
Georgia the,political fate of the common- 
wealth is bet: arranged in Washington by 
half a dozen able politicians. 

In this oligarchy I do not tind Governor 
Bullock. As his recent interview indicated 
he sees through the whole thing very clearly. 
But there is one subject on which he is very 
much interested, and tbat is the tariff. Both 
in the Chicago and New York conventions he 
was a leading spirit. He is in Washington 
now as the chairman of acommittee from the 
New York convention to appear before the 
congressional committees aud urge the neces- 
sity of strict tariffregulations. The governor 
thinks the relief most desired by the people 
is a lightening of the burdens now 
imposed by the internal revenue 
system. His committee had a 
meeting last night, and its views will be 
forcibly represented to congress.

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The Decision of an Important Casc from Alabama. 

WaAsreinetoyx, January 23.—The United 
States supreme court to-day decided the cases 
of the application of Peter M. Rowland et al, 
county coninissioners of Chambers county, 
Alabama, for a writof habeas corpus to secure 
the of the 
of Chambers county, who had been fined and 
imprisoned by order of the United States 
circuit court for alleged contempt in refusing 
and noglecting,to collect the special tax which 
said court had ordered for the purpose of. sat- 
isfying its judgment. Thereturn of commiis- 
sioners to the peremptory writ of mandamus 
set forth they had levied the tax as directed, 
and had instructed the tax collector to collect 
it, but that the latter had refused to do so for 
reason that the law did not require him to 
qualify and give bond for the collection 
of special taxes of the United States court. 
The court held this return to be insutfticient, 
declared the commissioners to be in contempt, 
and imposed a fine upon them and committed 
them to prison until such tineshould be paid. 
Their reloase is sougat by the pris_nt petition 
of a writ of habeas corpus. This court holds

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FRAUDS IN FLORIDA. 


Certifying Away Millions of Acres of Swamp Landa 

WasmincTon, January 25.—Recent resigna- 
tions in the general land office, and the reso- 
lutions of inguiry by Senator Jones, of Flori- 
da, have given rise to reports of swamp land 
frauds in that state. Underthe act of 1857 
swamp and overtowed lands were to go to the 
state, the surveying and certifying being the 
work of the general land department. Since 
1S7TY over 3,000,000 acres have thus been certi- 
fied _to A 
that prebably not two-thirds were swamp 
lands, one-third at Jeust being good tilla- 
ble lands. In in70 a Curmmission 
was sent to Florida with instructions 
tu examine each forty-acre tract; if more than 
half of such subdivision was swamp, to 
certify, otherwise the land would remain the 
property of the United States. After appa- 
rently much deliberate and faithful work, the 
commission found 3,760,000 acres that were 
swamp lands, and nota forty-acre tract belong- 
ing io the United States that was not. Subse- 
quently aclaim wasset up by Florida to 125,000 
acres sold by the United States prior to 1857. 
The hummock and black-jack, being the 
more valuable high lands, were claimed, a 
list being prepared by the state as the basis 
of the claim. These special agents, who 
curiously were the same persons compos- 
ing the previous commission, were appointed 
to huntup these high and valuable lands. 
Their report was even more extraordinary 
than in the previous instance. An expert 
following subsequently detected what is now 
believed to have been an organized fraud on 
an extensive scale. The two commissions 
were selected by General Wiiliamson, at that 
time at the head of the land department, and 
were identically made up. 

On the contrary, it is asserted that what may 
be high and dry lands to-day in Florida may 
to-inorrow be reasonably certified as swamp 
or overflowed lands. It might be found dif- 
ficult to establish either for a permanent fact. 
The highest pointin Florida above the sea 
level is less than three hundred feet. A ima- 
larious part is not ten, anda great deal not 
over three feet above the sea. Much of the 
state is a dead level. After heavy rains 
swaip or overflowed lands are to be found 
nearly everywhere—a state of things decided- 
ly confusing. 

The report of Commissioner McFarland in 
response to Senator Jones's resolution is 
awaited with considerable interest. That 
senator's action wasin consequence of reports 
that reached him from various sources, cener- 
ally from the land department, where there 
is an indisposition to impart anything to the 
public through the papers.

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THE NASHVILLE INUNDATION. 


The River Rises Above the High Water Mark of 
1847, 

NASHVILLE, January 23.—At Wheeling, 
West Virginia, the river now marks twelve 
feet three inches, and is falling. The steamer 
Sidney left at four o’clock this afternoon for 
Cincinnati. The weather is cloudy and rain- 
ing. 

The river has surpassed the flood of 1847, 
and is still rising half an inch per hour, forc- 
ing an additional large number ca oni ay from 
their homes Saturday and Sunday. There 
seems to be no telling to what point the flood 
willreach. The mill-men have lost much lum- 
ber and three. rafts since last 
night. The merchants have been 
forced to remove their A 
number of the cellars of stores on which - 
water were encroachi

and Johnsonville. The news from Point Bur- 
side, on the Cumberland, is to the effect that 
the river is thity-five feet above low water, 
and rising at the rate of eighteen inches per 
hour, The river at Clarksville is six inches 
above the rise of 1847. There have been no 
arrivals or departures of steamers. The signal 
service bureau reports 128-100 inches of rain 
since January Ist. 

Later.—The,river has reached a point of 
seven inches above the rise of 1847, making 
55 feet and 3inches.. A large amount of drift 
is floating down the river with now and then 
small bridges, which spanned the streams in 
the upper country. A large amount of lum- 
her was carried out from here this morning. 
Sand bags were placed across Woodland street 
early to-day to prevent the current from setting 
through northeast Nashville and carrying 
away lumberand houses. The river rose to 
such a point as to force a large additional 
fumber of families out of their homes, The 
people are gratified that the river has reached 
ua stand to-night, and hope it will be failing 
by to-morrow morning. The Tennessee river 
is rising at Johnsonville, and is within a few 
feet of the railroad bridge at that point. 

Stitt Later.—The river commenced to fall 
slightly at midnight. 

The river has fallen fifteen inches within 
the last twelve hours. Estimates are being 
made of the losses. The whole damage to 
the lumber interest will be over $150,000. 
Prewett, Spurr & Co.’s losses in lumber 
amount to $75 000. The damage to city sewers 
will amount to $25,000. At a rough estimate, 
the losses to individuals will aggregate $500,- 
000. The fund for the relief of sufferers from 
the flood reaches over $8,000. 
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A WHIFE’S FATAL SLEEP.

Her Husband Burned to Death While She Slumbered 
at His Bedslce. 

Scranton, January -23.—A shocking affair 
occurred at the Hampton mines, on the out- 
skirts of Scranton, this morning. William 
Cook, who was stricken by small-pox a few 
days ago, was dying. His wifeand babe were 
in the same room on the ground floor. Mrs. 
Cook placed a lighted candle in the hand of 
het husband and then knelt by his bedside to 
pray. Noone had visited the house for days. 
Overcome by fatigue she fell asleep and when 
the candle had spent itself it burned throngh 
the rigid fingers of the dying man, setting the 
bed clothes on fire. Mrs. Cook started up, but 
fainted on the floor at the sight. A crowd of 
neighbors gathered at the window outside and 
looked in, but wouldn't venture across the 
threshold of the plague-stricken house. At 
last two men more courageous than the rest 
arrived at the house, burst open the door and 
carried out the suffocating Mother and child. 
Then the body of Cook was removed and pre- 
sented a frightful spectacle, the flesh drop- 
ping from the bones. The fire was extin- 
guished with difficulty. Mrs. Cook has so far 
recovered as to tell the particulars of the un- 
happy affair. She says she had not slept for 
several days before the occurrence and was 
completely worn out for lack of rest when she 
knelt to pray beside her husband. They were 
German Catholics, and the lighted candle was 
placed in the hand of the husband as a sym- 
bol of the immortal light toward which the 
soul was going. 


A STRANGE VISITATION, 


A Man Goes Crazy While ‘Vitnesating an Execution. 
Sr. Lovis, January 23.—A very sad and sin- 
gular result of one of the recent hangings of 
this city has just come to light. Jobn Irwin 
Kaiser, a young man twenty-one years old, 
aclerk on one of the Upper Missouri river 
sieamboats, witnessed the execution of Ka- 
tovsky and Ellis in the jail yard, Jariuary 
Gth, and was strangely affected by the scene. 
During the afternoon of that day he was no- 
ticed by his friends to be wandering in his 
mind, and talked continually about the exe- 
cution. At night he became violent, and it 
was found necessary to take him from his 
boarding house to the police headquarters, 
and next day he was placed in a_ private 
insane asylum. There he continued his 
violence, indulged in all kinds of feats of 
strength, until he brought on hemorrhage of 
the lungs, and last night died. .His father. 
who lives in Toronto, Canada, was notified 
of his son’s condition, and came hereaday or 
two ago and attended him during his last mo- 
ments. He says the boy was bright and strong 
both mentally and physically, that there 
never was a tuint of insanity in the family, 
and he cannot account for the strange effect 

of the execution.

A Beld Attempt. 

St. Louis, January 23.—A dispatch from Dallas. 
Texas, says: H. A. Little, who has been a guest at 
the St. George hotel in that city for several days 
past, went into the office about 12 o'clock last night, 
when nobody was present except Ford Parker, the 
night clerk, and a colored wuiter.

THE REVOLTIN AUSTRIA’SSCLAVIC 
PROVINCES. 


A Serious Rising in the Disaffected Localities—The 
Financial Panie Spreading from Paris to Other 
Financial Points—Suicides of Unlucky 
Depositors—Irish Matters, Etc. 


Loxpox, January 23.—Our correspondent 
at Ragusa sends a long dispatch re 
specting the formidable insurrection which 
has broken out in the districts under Austrian 
rule in Herzegovina. Telegraphing Thursday 
night, he says: ‘‘Herzegovina has risen. The 
focus of the insurrection lies in the district 
which was the scene of the first uprising 
against the Turks in 1875. Insurgent corps 
are forming in the mountains near Nevisingo, 
Jatska, Gubinge, Fohea, Bilek and Trebinge. 
The war-like clan of Zenbei, in the borders of 
Krivoski, have burned their homesteads, 
and joined the insurgents under the well- 
known guerilla chief, Vulkalovich, and the 
villagers on the Herzegovinian frontier, near 
Ragusa, are following their example. The 
rising seems to have been simultaneously 
planned, and is not withput organization. 
The insurgents do not iack resources, and the 
men are receiving abeut seven pence, and a 
half pound of flour daily. The orthodox 
Mohammedan population is fraternizing with 
the and the Moham- 
medan ix deserting 
en masse the national camps, naturally 
taking with them the arms and accoutree 
ments so thoroughly distributed among them 
by the Austrians. Even in the Catholic dis- 
trict of Popovo, the well-known Chief Mus- 
sich is reported to have made his appearance. 
On the whole, the Mohammedan element pre- 
vails among the insurgents. The Turkish bey 
at Foche has succeeded in raising, in forty- 
eight hours, a picked band of 340 men. The 
position of the isolated Austrian posts in 
upper Herzegovina is very precarious, despite 
the feverish activity of the military authori- 
ties in dispatching reinforcements. 

At Deban from ten to twenty soldiers were 
cut to pieces. The boldness of the insurgents 
may be judged from the fact that five soldiers 
were cut down in the very suburbs of Castel- 
nvora. The air is naturally full of wild re- 
ports, some of which confirmation 
This much is certain, that the situation even 
on the Dalmatian-Herzegovina frontier was so 
critical that the garrisun of Ragusa had to be 
sent forward in the night to reinforce the 
endangered posts.

On 
the 19th instant, while marching over the 
mountains between the main road and the 
Montenegrin frontier, his detachment was 
alinost continuously engaged with the insur- 
gents. The latter were repulsed on all sides. 
The huts they occupied were set on fire and 
the ammunition accumulated therein ex- 
ploded. On the return of most of the detach- 
ment on the 20th instant the insurgents fol- 
lowed the rear guard, but did not yenture an 
attack. Ineight encounters since the 16th 
instant, between Dorito aud Bilek, a lieuten- 
antand a’private were killed and five men 
wounded.

“fT insisted that L should see him, sceing 
that] had been sent for twice by a man be- 
lieved to be at the point of death. It was my 
duty “aS a priest of God to attend to the wel- 
fare of that man’s soul. 

“The son-in-law then 
see him.’ 

“T still insisted, when the second gentleman 
spoke.

my congregation exactly what I have told 
vou. Ileft it for public opinion to decide 
whether it was right, in the case of a dying 
man, to suppress liberty of conscience. His 
lordship, Bishop Ryan, wrote me to-day, ask- 
ing for all the facts in the case. and 1 com- 
municated them to him just as I have told 
them to you.”’ : 

“Who was it brought the message to your 
rectory?’ asked the reporter. 

“That I do not know,” replied Father Guil- 
lard. 

‘Have you any idea who sent the man?” 

“7 do not know, unless it be the servant 
woman in the Hotchkiss house, one Maggie 
Ray. ‘he girl is not one of my parishioners, 
though she is a Catholic, and I had not seen 
her since she was sick last summer.”’ 

“Have vou had any conversation with the 
girl since the death of Dr. Hotchkiss?” 

“Yes, I have heard from her. She says 
that on Monday of last week, just before Dr. 
Hotchkiss became wholly speechless, he called 
her, and taking up acup, made a sign upon 
it as if he wanted the sacrament, and dropped 
a piece of meat into it. She asked him, ‘Do 
you want to see a priest of my religion?’ and 
he bowed his head in sign of assent. She 
asked him again, and again he bowed. Then 
she sent fora priest. After my coming on 
Tuesday, she says she was not allowed in the 
sick room again until after death had taken 
place.”’ 

“Was this all the ground she had for going 
upon when she sent tor a priest?”’ 

“She says that Mrs. Hotchkiss had told her 
that her husband wanted a priest, and would 
have called for one long ago, but his pride 
stood in the way.” 

This is the whole of Father Guillard’s story. 
The reporter then called at the Hotchkiss resi- 
dence, 851 Seventh street, where he met Mr. 
A. D. Hurley, son-in-law of the deceased the- 
ologian. Said he, “Somewhere about ten 
o'clock on Monday night, last week, father 
was in a very low state, and the house was all 
in contusion, for 1 had telegraphed to all our 
relatives, and a good many of them were on 
hand. I went to the kitchen for some medi- 
cine which Dr. Wright was mixing, when I 
saw a stranger there and asked him what he 
wanted. He said he was a. priest 
from the Church of the Holy Angels, 
and had come to attend Dr. Hotchkiss 
in answer to a= sick call. I was 
surprised that a priest would come around to 
the back dvor, instead of coming to the front, 
in the usuai way, but I said nothing of that, 
contenting myself with asking who had sent 
for him. He replied that he could not tell. 
All he knew was that he had been sent for to 
minister to Dr. Hotchkiss. I asked him again 
what was his authority, and he replied that 
he could not tell. Ithen said that he must 
have been imposed upon, as no mem%er of 
the family had sent for a Catholic priest, nor 
had Dr. Hotchkiss|desired to see one. Had 
he expressed any such desire I assured the 
priest that it would have been complied with. 
With that the clergyman, whose conduct was

said: ‘You shall not 
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kiss was in a very precarious condition, and 
that his only chance of safety lay in getting 
a little sleep, and therefore he had to be kept 
very quiet.

Itis not likely thata man like 
the doctor, who had been a Protestant clergy- 
nian for over forty years, and was famous for 
his learning, would seek to enter the fold of 
Rome at his last hour.’’ 

‘How, then, do you account for these mes- 
sages having been sent to the priests at the 
church of the Holy Angels?” 

“Only by the fact that we have a Catholic 
servant Woman who is given to doing tlighty 
things at times, but otherwise is a good crea- 
ture. But even she denied to me to-day that 
she seni any inessage to the priests.”’ : 

“It is claimed that Mrs. Hotchkiss declared 
to the girl that her husband had asked for a 
priest toward his end. Do you think there is 
anything in that?’ 

“No. Mrs. Hotchkiss isan invalid suffer- 
ing from paralysis of the brain, and wholly 
irresponsible tor her utterances. 1 think the 
xood priests were perfectiy honest in their 
motives, but were the victims of a misappre- 
hension.”’ 

The reporter then called upon Bishop Ryan. 
‘“T was not aware that this matter had beeome 
the subject of conversation,” said the Bishop. 
“When I heard of it | wrote to Father Guil- 
iard, asking for the facts in the case, intend- 
ing to make the matter public should it ap- 
pear that the late minister had actwally asked 
ior the presence of a priest at his bedside,and 
that aecess had been refused; but, seeing that 
the matter stands as it does, I do not know 
that any action on my part is needed.

AN INVESTIGATION NEEDED. 


There never was a better subject for an offi 
cial investigation than the fire that destroyed 
a large property between the station house 
where men are on duty at all hours, and the 
union depot from which a passenger train 
had been started just before the flames burst 
forth. In sucha locality some one was cer- 
tainly to blame for letting the fire get beyond 


» control in the building where it originated 


before an alarm was sounded; and as the air 
was damp and comparatively still, negli- 
gence of some kind was necessary to let the 
fire jump about at random, licking up adja- 
cent buildings and crossing streets to renew 
the work of destruction inside of brick walls 
and under almost fire-proof roofs. There was 
bad.conduct somewhere—want of organiza- 
tion and efliciency in some branch of the ser- 
vice, and the people want to know who was 
not. and who was at fault. The city 
council should sift the matter to the bottom; 
witnesses should be summoned and every 
other means of infoTmation exhausted to as- 
certain the whole truth. The city barely es- 
caped a conflagration of paralyzing propor- 
tions, and the people desire to know, first of 
all, whether they are still exposed to desiruc- 
tion, or whether the negligence of Saturday 
morning was sporadic. The needs and defi- 
ciences of the police force, of the fire depart- 
ment, and of the water supply, whether in- 
ternal or external, should be laid bare, and 
justice done alike to the people and to the 
departments that are now open to criticism. 
If the police did their whole duty both at and 
after the fire, let the fact be established be- 
yond all unkind remark; if the firemen ex- 
hausted all their powers, they are entitled 
to the thanks of the city for skill and 
judgment, as well as_ for bravery 
and endurance; if the water supply 
was prompt and ample, the water board is en- 
titled to a vindication that cannot reasonably 
be questioned. But if in any one of these 
cases, there was negligence, now is the time 


to spread the truth before an earnest and very , 


‘anxious people. To let such a disaster pass 
from public mind without ascertaining what 
made it possible, would deprive us of the only 
good that we could possibly gain from it. The 
spirit of poor Wakeham and the troubles of 
homeless business men, and the wants of men 
suddenly thrown out of employment, add 
einphasis to the demand for a searching-inves- 
tigation, and the city council surely cannot 
assign any of its members to work of greater 
importance.

In acorner of the room was 
sitting a little fellow on whose face were the shad- 
ows of death, while headlong close to the cold stove 
were the two remaining children. Mr. "earson, 
the deputy, at once lighted a fire and sent for food 
ferthe unfortunate family, at the same time tele- 
graphing for the ambulance to remove them to the 
hospital. The two dead children will be buried to- 
day at the expense of the county.

LAKE Harvey, Fla., January 16.—[{Specia) Cor- 
respondence.}]—‘‘A man who ownsa full-bearing 
grove of 1,000 trees, covering 20 acres of land, has a 
perfect independence fer himse}f, for his wife, and 
fur his children who live after him."’ 

It isclearly within the province of any man of 
moderate means and energy to secure this great 
boon. The quality most needed for such a venture 
is patience. A man who wants an orange grove 
must make up his mind to wait ten years before he 
can realize the promise of his enterprise. As to the 
cost submitsome figures given me by Colonel 
Markham. 

Said he: “Aman should not start an orange 
grove and depend on making it support him while 
the trees are maturing. The orange region is not 
worthacent for anything but oranges. A man 
may raise his vegetables, but he can do nothing 
with corn, grain, cotton or grass.’ 

“What money would you say was required?” 

“NO man ought to start with over 500 trees unless 
he intends to hire some one tohelp him. This is all 
he cay attend to, and this will make him independ- 
entfor life when he gets it in full bearing. A model 
investment, and one that could not fail to bring 
wealth and prosperity, would be this: Let him take 
$1,000 and buy twenty acres of good orange land at 
SOanacre. Then let him get 500 young trees at 50 
cents each, It would cost him 25 cents each to set 
them out, jor Say $5900 for the trees and planting. 
Then for $1,000 he could build a pretty good house. 
This would represent $2,500 outlay for his home and 
grove. To be safe make it $3,000. Then he should 
have in cash $6,000 to support his family for six 
years. In the fifth and sixth year he might hope to 
get some return from his grove, but he should not 
tount on this 48 part of his support. Ali the reve- 
nue from the grove for the first five or six years 
should be; devoted te putting out new trees and in 
fertilizing |and improving his place. With what 
vegetables he could raise, and poultry, ete., he 
ought to keep his family very well on the 
$1,000 a year. He might supplement this 
by working at a profession or trade when 
able, but he would need all his éash. This would 
make $3,000 for his investment and $6,000 for his 
expens: s, or $9,000 in all. Now, add $1,000 for exi- 
gencies, and make the total $10,000. This is as lit- 
tle as any man ought to start with, and feel certain 
of getting through.”’ 

*“But,”’ continued Colonel Markham, ‘‘see what 
he would have when he got through. He would 
have five hundred trees in bearing and good for 
$2,000 income for the seventh year and a steady in- 
crease until it reached $4,000 from the five hundred 
trees. But these five hundred trees would only 
occupy abouteight acres of his twenty, In the 
meantime he should haveset out, say one hundred 
new treesa year, (at seventy trees tothe &€re, the 
trees twenty-six fect apart) untilon seventeen acres 
of histwenty he had one thousand trees ranging 
from seven years to This property 
would then be worth $25,000 at least. In three 
more years or ten years from starting it would be 
worth probably $10,000, and 
value every year.”’ 

“What would it represent?’’ 

“It would represent ten years work and an in- 
vestment of £10,000. Lalfof this would be invested 
the first year,the other $5,000 would be used during 
the first six years as needed. This expenditure 

might be decreased by an active man, and the 
result might be bettered by ashrewd one. But I 
put the figures ata fair average, and even at this 
I do not think $10,000 or ten years time could be put 
anywhere that it wonld pay better, or more cer- 
tainly.’’ 

Colonel Markham’'s caution against a man with- 
out capital undertaking an orange grove isa wise 
one. From the first day of planting the trees need 
cultivation from the day they are planted as long 
asthey bear A great many men with only capital 
enough to buy the ground and put out their trees 
have settled in Florida and wasted two or three 
years only to see their trees die and themselves re- 
turn,to the homes they left. They were misled by 
the idea that they could scratch the soil and it 
would laugh a harvest, and live like princes by 
hunting and fishing. Of course failure has over- 
taken all such people. A numberof poor men who 
are carpenters or mechanics, have built up fine 
properties by living cheaply and sticking out a few 
orange trees whenever they had asurplus dollar. 
There is plenty of work for almost any working: 
man in Florida, and every orange tree he 
brings to maturity is werth from $50 to $100, and 
will give him from $5 to $10 every year. As they 
cost only 50 cents for three-year old seedlings any 
hard working, economical: mechanic ought to put 
out fifty ora hundreda year. 

I submit for the use of such menan estimate of 
the cost of bringing upasmali farm. Itis said to 
be fair and based upon actual experience. I think 
the estimate of the yield is too 
large, but the price put for the 
oranges (one cent each) is certainly low. It 
will be noticed that the estimate allows nothing for 
the support of the proprietor and his family. This 
must be provided by his wagesas a mechanic or by 
work in some other field. 

This estimate ealls for the very highest culture, 
and supposes that the owner shall hire all the work 
done.

He now ha; 5,000 trees, for which 
he has been offered $75,000, and which will bring 
him, when in full bearing, 3,000,000 orang.s annu- 
aily, worth $45,00v. Mr. Marks has 1,000 trees that 
he valuesat $30,000, and would sell for no price 
This trade has paid both parties and es ablished a 
very popular precedent. It is the safest way to 
establish an orange grove—this union of capital 
and labor. A shrewd, industrious man without 
Capital can arrange with capitalists to put up the 
money for any number of trees and any amount of 
land. The per centage usually paid for superin- 
tendence is twenty per cent, or one-fifth. By no 
combination can labor and capital work so profita- 
bly together. 
THE VALUE OF A GROVE, 

Solon Rovinson, a veteran writer, says: ‘‘Itis al- 
Ways safe to buy an orange grove on a basis of $100 
foreach healthy mature tree.’’ This is an overes- 
timate, perhaps, and was based on 2% cents for 
oranges. The Speer grove, with 600 trees, would 
bring perhaps $50,000, and this is the best in Flori- 
da. Thisis about $8,500 per acre for six acres. It 
is the best, simply because itisthe oldest. The 
largest vield ever known from one tree came from 
the oldest tree in the state, at St. Augustine, which 
bore 14,800 oranges. Thisis held to prove that up 
to 70 or 100 years the yield of atree will improve. 
There are several trees that have yielded 7,000 and 
8.000 oranges. Mr. MarceHus Markham showed 
me a tree from which he sold $66 worth 
of oranges one season, and an_ income 
of $50 a tree is common. The average yield 
of a year is about 600 to the tree, or at present prices 
$9 in money. An acre will hold seventy trees, 
which gives about $6000 to the acre, The Speer 
grove, which I use, simply because it is the only 
fully matured grove, the statistics of which are 
available, averaged, General Sanford writes, $1,000 
un acre for three years, one year reaching $7,200 for 


105,000 oranges from oneacre one year. The age of 
orange treesis unknown, but it is presumed they 
are good for one hundred years. They are culti- 
vated with inuch more care now than formerly, be- 
ing fertilized regularly, clipped and pruned, and 
watched very closely. It is probable that under 
this inteiligent treatment the orange tree will pro- 
duce more fully, more regularly, and live longer, 
than under the old system. They are very hardy 
trees and when below the frost line, are scarcely 
ever known to die. They are very susceptible to 
wind storms, which whip the fruit and even the 
foliage from the limbs. 
THE QUESTION OF OVERDOING. 

After all the mostinteresting question connected 
with orange cuiture, is whether or not the markets 
can be glutted. On this depends the _protit 
of every man's investment, and the success of the 
tremendous experiment that Florida is making. 
There are men who say that cranges can be raised 
profitably at one-third the present price, or half a 
cent each; but, while this may be true, sucha fall 
in the price would very much discourage orange 
The more I talk with peeple who are in- 
formed on the subject the less room there is to be 
lieve that there will beany serious fall. There were 
800,000,000 oranges imported to thiscountry from 
the Mediterranean in 1879. The Florida fruit is 
much superior to this, and wherever it is brought 
into competition with it will drive it from the mar- 
Florida may make up her mind that she will 
in the next twenty years send to market probably 
one thousand million of oranges. Itis true that 
the area of production is limited somewhat by the 
lowering of the frost lines, but the opening of the 
tropical belt will more tkan compensate for this, 
and where a single acre has produced 100,000 
oranges, and twenty acres oughtto bring a million, 
it would require only 20,000 acres iu fnll bearing to 
bring one thousand million. No one doubts that 
there will be this much territory devoted to orange 
culture within a few years, if, indeed, there is not 
already that much staked off for groves 
or set out in young and old 
trees already. But we must remember that in.ten 
years the pepulation of the country will have in- 
creased about 16,000,000, and that the greater half 
of this country is now shut out from orange con- 
sumption almostentirely. It is doubtful if those 
of us who are living now, wi!l ever see oranges less 
than a cent apiece on the trees. This means pros- 
perity fur the orange growers.

By the way, the speakeraf the 
house, preceding Dr. Harris was a Georgia boy— 
Charley Dougherty—who lives just across the river, 
and is the son of Judge Wiliam Dougherty. 

The Whitner @range greve, near here, and of 
course this is a Georgia grove, isone of the finest ir 
the state, with about 1,800 trees. 

St. Clair Abrams lives near here and has an effice § 
in thistown. He is a generai favorite, is district - 
attorney, has tMe largest saw 2ill in this part of the 
state, owns a first-class steamer, has two orange ! 
grovesanda town. Mr. Way, editor of the South 
Florida Journal, told me this moroing that Abrams 
took nearly $50,000 from his practice last year, get- 
ting some heavy railroad fees. Jam just in receipt 
of a cordial invitation from Abrams to spenda 
week with him and ‘‘talk over old times.’’ Ah, 
how much there is that phrase. 

The on'y newspaper railroad in the country is 
the South Florida, running out from Sanford to 
Tampa. This road was built and is owned and 
operated by the Boston Herald. It is now in ope- 
ration twenty-three miles, and is being extended 
rapidly. It will be ninety miies long when the 
present oontracts are finished, and may be pushed 
to Punta Rossa. The Herald people are doing the 
work themeelves, and as a Floridian said, ‘They 
are talking less and doing more than any of our

The big fire of Friday morning has been 
decidedly the sensation since that time.
